JAMES  KIRBY 

tT/N  informal  decorative  of  striking  beauty  and  character,  possessing  not 
(N't/  only  artistic  formation  but  a  rich  coloring  that  is  of  dazzling  brilliance 
especially  under  strong  light. 

The  plant  is  sturdy  in  growth  averaging  4  to  5  feet  under  ordinary  field  culture 
and  its  clean  cut  foliage  affords  a  pleasing  contrast  to  the  rich  crimson  flower.  The 
stems  are  strong  and  well  able  to  hold  the  heavy  blooms  at  the  proper  angle.  As  tes¬ 
tified  in  letters  we  have  received,  many  who  saw  this  variety  at  the  shows  were  par¬ 
ticularly  impressed  with  the  “exceptional  stems,”  all  ranging  from  36  to  40  inches  in 
length.  In  this  connection  we  are  pleased  to  state  that  all  the  flowers  exhibited  were 
cut  from  our  field  where  the  plants  weie  crowded  closely  together  and  were  not 
forced  or  given  the  usual  attention  with  which  most  exhibition  subjects  are  favored. 
The  average  size  of  blooms  grown  under  these  conditions  was  from  to  10  inches  in 
diameter  with  a  depth  of  to  6  inches.  We  have  not  as  yet  attempted  to  grow 
it  to  real  exhibition  size. 

Another  word  as  to  the  color.  The  artist 
who  worked  on  the  color  reproduction  de¬ 
scribed  it  as  crimson,  shading  to  ruby  at  the 
center,  stating  that  it  contained  every  inter¬ 
mediate  shade  perfectly  blended.  A  promi¬ 
nent  florist,  after  visiting  our  fields  and  us¬ 
ing  some  of  the  blooms  of  James  Kirby  for  a 
decoration,  stated  that  its  unusual  color 
was  not  to  be  found  in  any  other  Dahlia  nor 
was  it  duplicated  in  any  other  flower. 

Many  claims  have  been  advanced  that 
at  last  a  perfect  shade  of  red  has  been  pro¬ 
duced  in  a  Dahlia.  While  we  have  witnessed 
this  flower  fascinate  and  charm  the  visitors 
to  our  fields  since  the  first  bud  unfolded  in 
our  seedling  patch  several  years  ago,  we 
will  not  try  to  express  our  enthusiasm  in 
this  respect.  Those  who  may  have  the  pleas¬ 
ure  of  growing  James  Kirby  will  judge  for 
themselves  and  appreciate  its  individuality 
in  both  color  and  form. 

There  was  a  ready  demand  for  all  the 
blooms  we  had  to  spare  in  the  New  York 
flower  shops  where  they  met  the  most  ex¬ 
acting  requirements  for  outstanding  color, 
keeping  qualities  and  stem  and  commanded 
the  highest  prices  of  the  season.

C/T  may  be  said  without  reservation  that  Roseata  has  no  equal  as  a  cut  flower.  It 
C J  was  the  variety  used  exclusively  for  decorations  in  the  Waldorf-Astoria  Hotel 
in  New  York  the  past  season  and  is  acknowledged  by  florists  to  be  the  best  keeping 
Dahlia  grown.  The  stems,  while  strong  and  reedlike,  are  very  slender  and  adaptable 
to  artistic  arrangement.  The  formal  decorative  bloom  is  a  soft  pink  suffused  with 
salmon  and  in  late  season  is  beautifully  streaked  with  creamy  gold. 

While  a  free  bloomer,  it  responds  readily  to  disbudding  and  easily  attains  exhibi¬ 
tion  size.  Roseata  was  winner  in  1931  of  the  Darnell  Trophy  for  the  best  keeping 
variety  at  the  A.  D.  S.  Show  in  New  York.
